Subject. —Export of cotton yarn from India . 


No- 5-ETC(PN)/76 —In supersession of Public Notice No. 4-ETC(PN)/75 dated the 
13th February, 1975 laying down the export policy of cotton yarn, during January— 
December, 1975, it has been decided to continue exports of all types of cotton yam from 
1st January, 1976 to all destinations for shipment upto 31st December, 1976. 


2, Exports of cotton yam shall continue to be under O.G.L. 3 issued under the Exporta 
(Control) Order, 1968. All contracts for export of cotton yarn shall be required to be 
registered with the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, Shipments of 
cotton yarn will be allowed by the Council only against such registered contracts. Autho¬ 
risation for shipment will be endorsed on the shipping bills.

4. In respect of exports to Burma, Libya, Bangladesh Ceylon tod IL A P or any 
other country which may be included later, the business Will be negotiated by the C otton 
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Textiles Export Promotion Council or with the approval of the said Council, The 
Council may also fix minimum prices for export of cotton yarn to certain destinations 
in which case, the authorisation of shipping bills will be subject to the stipulated prices, 

5. A non-refund able charge of If- per 100 kg. subject to a minimum of Rs. 2/- 
will be charged by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council for issue of authorisa¬ 
tion. 

6. The shippers are required to submit to the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council by 10th of every month the details of the shipments effected by them, 

7. Any other terms and conditions laid down by the Cotton Textiles Export Promo¬ 
tion Council from time to time tfnall also apply.
